Prime Minister

TORONTO (AP)—Fine weather 


across Canada promised a record 
vote today in a national election 
which most analysts expect will 
make Lester B. Pearson, 65, the 
nation's prime minister. 


"I think the tide has turned," 


the Liberal party leader said as 
he ended a campaign tour of more 
than 20,000 miles and returned to 
his Ottawa home to await to- 
nights tabulation of votes. 


Prime Minister John G. Diefen- 


baker, home in Saskatchewan aft- 
er a "Give 'em Hell" tour that 
ran 26,000 miles, expressed confi- 
dence, too. But qualified observ- 
ers, after soundings in all 10 
)rovinces, concluded that only a 
najor upset could save Diefen- 
>aker's Conservative party from 
a drubbing. 


Diefenbaker, 67, became prime 


minister in 1957, ending 22 years 
of Liberal rule. In 1958 he scored 
tie greatest victory in Canadian 
listory, but since then his popu- 
arity has been slipping. An in 
decisive election last June left the 
Conservatives in a minority in tho 
House of Commons, and that led 
to today's election.

Pearson victory the major ques- 
tion was whether the Liberals 
could win as many as 133 of thp 
265 House of Commons seats and 
thus have clear sailing as the ma- 
jority party. Many forecasts cen- 
tered on estimates of 110425 Lib- 
eral seats. The Liberals 
then 


would need support from other 
parties in order to govern 


Diefenbaker, under similar cir- 


cumstances, had 116 seats from 
last June until his government

His was 
the fifth ring death this year and 
the second which occurred Satur- 
day night. A similar tragedy oc- 
curred in Gympie, Australia.

,vanna County coroner, said an 
autopsy showed Velasquez" death 
was caused by a massive intra- 
cranial hemorrhage and that the 
lemorrhage resulted from multi- 
lie contusion} of the brain.

Authorities said Velasquez was a 
veteran of 32 amateur fights and 
appeared to be in excellent physi- 
cal condition for the bout against 
17-year-old Earl Johnson of the 
St. Michael's High School for Boys 
in nearby Hoban Heights.

omy curtailment of Slate Police 
services is being handled. 


Faubus indicated in a news con- 


ference that he is dissatisfied with 
some aspects of the curtailment. 


"We're getting some complaints 


that these troopers may be spend 
ing too much time parked beside 
the road," Faubus said. "Parking 
has some good effects but it can 
be overdone." 


Faubus also indicated that there 


will be a crackdown on expense 
account spending by troopers. "1 
don't believe in padded or falsi 
tied expense accounts," he said 
"If these troopers arc getting ex 
pensc money as part of their sal 
aries, it'Vhould be stopped." 


Faubus repeated his position 


that the State Police Departmen 
will live within its revenues re 
gardless of the curtailment re 
quired, even if this means releas 
ing some troopers. 


And he was firm in his view 


that the principal function of the 
State Police—patrolling the high- 
ways—will be the last service to 
go. 


"If we don't patrol the high- 


ways," he said, "we might as 
well abolish the State Police."
